SUMMARY OF BILL: Authorizes licensed nonprofit organizations to
accept and distribute donated legend drugs to indigent persons.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Expenditures — Not Significant

Assumptions:

e The Board of Pharmacy is responsible for enforcement of the provisions
of the bill which will not result in a significant increase in expenditures.

e Any necessary rule changes will be completed during a regularly
scheduled board meeting and will not result in a significant increase in
expenditures.

e Pursuant to Tenn. Code Ann. § 4-3-1011, all health-related boards are
required to be self-supporting over a two-year period. As of June 30,
2008, the Board had a positive balance of $261,783.99.
